Feedback is 
brisk over 
market plan 

MORE than 300 traders and resi¬ 
dents have so far had their say on new 
£6 million plans to revamp Dudley’s 
ailing market. 

Since the public consultation began 
Dudley Council has been inundated 
with responses from people sharing 
their views on the scheme. 

Under the plans new vintage-style 
canopies would replace the tiled roof 
over the stalls and a ‘market boule¬ 
vard’ would be created. The statue of 
Dudley football legend Duncan 
Edwards would be moved to the oppo¬ 
site end of the market and the grade 
II listed fountain restored. 

The number of permanent stalls 
would be reduced from the current 74 
pitches but Dudley Council, which is 
behind the scheme, said temporary 
stalls could be added on busy days. 

Comments will be considered when 
the final design is drawn up and it 
could be that it incorporates elements 
of each of them to create a fourth 
option. Initial plans have received a 
lukewarm response from shoppers 
and traders. 


New kennels 
for stray dogs 

A CONTRACT to care for stray dogs 
found in Dudley has gone to kennels 
in Stoke-on-Trent, it has been 
announced. Dogs found roaming in 
the borough used to go to Rose Dene 
Animal Rescue Service, Walsall. 

However, after an illness broke out 
in December the council had to make 
a temporary switch to Stoke. 

A two year contract for the service 
has now been won by Stoke’s City 
Dogs home but council bosses will not 
say how much it is worth as details 
are deemed “commercially sensitive.” 

Off-peak closures 
warning to drivers 

LANES on a major route through 
Tipton will be closed during off-peak 
periods over the next two weeks. 

One lane in each direction along the 
A461 Dudley Port will be closed 
outside rush hour to make way for 
works to create a £1.3 million red 
route. The closures will be in place 
until April 19. The red route will see 
new double red lines introduced, 
banning stopping. 


Talking books now 
on council website 

A NEW service allowing people to 
download talking books for free has 
been launched in Dudley. The scheme 
means people can download up to 10 
of the talking books via the council 
website. 

The books stay on the user’s com¬ 
puter - and any device it is trans¬ 
ferred to, such as smart phones or 
MP3 players — for three weeks before 
being deleted. More than 600 talking 
books are available.

Fanatic jailed 16 years for 
weapons cache in house 


A GUN fanatic who hoarded 
some of the deadliest weapons 
ever encountered by police in 
the West Midlands has begun 
a 16-year prison sentence. 

Fruit and veg trader David 
Evans had Uzis, shotguns and a 
hitman-style pistol with a 
silencer, some of which were 
issued only to foreign armies. 

Police who seized the cache of 
10 deadly guns, one of the biggest 
of its kind in the West Midlands, 
initially feared they could have 
been used by far-right extremists. 

They say the guns could have 
caused mayhem had they fallen 
into the hands of terrorists or the 
region’s drugs gangs. 

But detectives say 42-year-old 
Evans, of Lawnswood Road, 
Wordsley, was simply a collector 
who never had any plans to sell 
them or use them in crime. Judge 



Michael Challinor said the 
machine guns were known as 
“room sprayers, designed for one 
purpose - killing people”. 

He told Evans, who was con¬ 
victed of 29 firearms charges: 
“You cynically and deliberately 
collected this cache of weapons, 
some of which were described as 
as dangerous a weapon as one 


firearms expert had seen in his 
37-year career.” 

He said the guns were kept with 
“little or no security” when Evans 
had passed the weapons to a 
“naive” associate, 25-year-old 
Daniel Thatcher, of Summerfield 
Avenue, Wall Heath. Police 
searched Thatcher’s house when 
he was arrested on an unrelated 
matter and found a 9mm Uzi and 
a 9mm pistol and cartridges 
under his bed. 

Police found a bullet at a barn 
Evans ran his business from at 
Hinksford Farm, Swindon, South 
Staffordshire. 

Evans, who was arrested on 
June 17 last year, was convicted 
by majority verdicts of 10-2 by 
jurors at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week. He was jailed for 
three years in 2005 for posting an 
illegal firearm to a legitimate 
dealer in Scotland. 


Thorntons 
closing its 
town shop 

CHOCOLATE giant Thorntons 
is closing its store in Dudley 
town centre after nearly 20 
years of trading, it has been 
announced. 

The shop, in Churchill Precinct, 
has been a fixture in the town since 
1994 . But the firm said it now also 
had a shop in the Merry Hill Shop¬ 
ping Centre, in Brierley Hill, and 
did not need two stores so close 
together. 

The Dudley store will cease 
trading on May 28 after studies 
revealed it attracted fewer cus¬ 
tomers than the Merry Hill branch. 

A sign has already been put up in 
the window announcing the 
closure. The firm is hoping to move 
the six staff at Dudley to other 
branches in the region. 

Bosses say they may consider 
opening a smaller, franchise outlet 
in the town centre in the future. 


NEW CYCLE LANE 
‘WASTE OF CASH’ 


W ITH many Dudley roads still 
riddled with potholes concerned 
road users have questioned the 
council’s priorities as they inject thou¬ 
sands of pounds into a 100-yard cycle 
lane. 

Work to the anti-skid lane on Stourbridge 
Road, Holly Hall, Dudley, is now complete 
and more are due to be installed by Dudley 
Council as part of the Healthy Towns pro¬ 
gramme, which hopes to encourage more 
people to get fit. 

But the disignated lanes near the 
Hartshill Sports and Social Club, has been 
deemed a “waste of time, money and effort” 
by an angry resident. 

Dudley Council said the cycle lane helps 
link new pathway routes and additional 
funding is being used to the repair the roads 
in the borough. 

Malcolm Parkes, aged 63, of Gordon Cres¬ 
cent, worked for Dudley Council for 32 years 
and said he feels issues like pot holes need to 
be addressed with more urgency. 

“I believe the council has wasted thou¬ 
sands of pounds putting this cycle lane in, 
when hardly any cyclists travel down this 
road anyway because it is so busy,” he said. 
“Those making these decisions need to be 


more realistic with the jobs they chose to 
carry out first.” 

Councillor Karen Jordan, who represents 
the Brockmoor and Pensnett ward, also said 
the pot holes should be the council’s main 
concern. “I believe that cycle lanes can be 
useful for both cyclists and motorists but only 
if they are of a substantial length. To spend 
time putting in a lane which measures just 
100 yards is an absolute waste of space.” 

Graham Fones, rider secretary at Dudley’s 
Cyclists Touring Club, said: “There have 
been some accidents in our group so it is def¬ 
initely an issue that needs addressing before 
anything else, including cycle lanes. 

Participation 

“If the cycle path in question remains at 
just 100 yards then this is a complete waste 
of time and money.” 

Following the Budget an extra £725,151 
was ploughed into tackling potholes across 
Dudley borough. 

John Millar, director of the urban environ¬ 
ment, said: “This stretch of cycleway will 
help link new pathway routes between Fens 
Pool and Buck Pool Nature Reserve and is 
part of the Healthy Towns programme aimed 
at encouraging greater participation in 
walking and cycling.”

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Learning 
disabled 
care fear 

PEOPLE with learning 
difficulties are receiving 
poor care at Sandwell 
General Hospital, health 
chiefs have heard. 

Senior nurses at the 
site told hospital trust 
board members they 
were “really concerned” 
about the quality of care. 

Members heard delays 
appointing new staff and 
a lack of expertise were 
affecting the service. 

Debbie Talbot, assis¬ 
tant director of nursing 
at the Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust, revealed the 
concerns in a presenta¬ 
tion to the board. 

Members also heard 
the appointment of a new 
staff member had been 
delayed in a dispute over 
salary bandings. 


Troubled tower flats 
to be razed year early 


A PAIR of eyesore tower 
blocks are set to be pulled 
down a year early to 
make way for new 
housing. 

The two 13-storey blocks 
at Bolton Court in Tipton 
were due to be demolished 
next year. 

But due to trespassers and 
health and safety fears they 
will be razed within weeks. 

New homes will then be 
built on the site as part of a 
wider redevelopment of the 
area. 

Sandwell’s council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
made an emergency decision 
to pull down the blocks last 


week. He said: “Because of 
the health and safety issues 
surrounding that block and 
people getting in there and 
messing about, we are going 
to demolish them as soon as 
possible. I am hoping it will 
be done within the month. It 
was due to be done some time 
next year. 

Trespassing 

“I have now approved it 
and I have asked officers to 
get on with it. 

“We wanted it done 
quickly largely because of 
the fact that people have 
been getting into them and it 
is dangerous. They are an 
eyesore, a blot on the land¬ 


scape and they need to be 
pulled down. 

“We are still liable for 
them and despite the fact 
people might be trespassing 
on them by going in there in 
the first place, if they injure 
themselves it is our property 
and we are still liable.” 

The two 1960s tower 
blocks were recommended 
for demolition in a report by 
Sandwell Council chiefs in 
April last year. 

Approval has already been 
given to build 42 two- 
bedroom council flats on 
land at Bolton Court in 
Ocker Hill Road on land for¬ 
merly occupied by 20 
maisonettes.

She said her GP signed 
her off work because of 
arthritis but she herself 
believed she was capable of 
another role at the firm. I 
was told I could not come 
back to work because I 
would be a health of safety 
risk in view of my hands,” 
she said. 

Mr Jonathan Melia, for 
the firm, said the manage¬ 
ment had been told in the 
GP’s report that Mrs 
Williams was unfit for work. 

“A retirement scheme was 
proposed,” said Mr Melia. 

Mrs Williams was eventu¬ 
ally dismissed on the 
grounds of incapability 
because of ill-health. 

Mrs Williams admitted 
she never challenged her GP 
about his assessment. 

She accused the firm of 
failing to make adjustments 
to find her a different job. 

Tribunal judge Miss Mary 
Cocks said Mrs Williams 
failed to challenge her GP 
about his assessment while 
the firm believed she was 
not fit to return to work. 

‘Mrs Williams wanted an¬ 
other role but the firm said 
nothing was available. As a 
result, the claims for unfair 
dismissal and disability dis¬ 
crimination are rejected.”

Shopping complex 
must come down 



The mismatched bricks at the neighbouring

A NEW shopping complex built at a main 
gateway into Dudley will be demolished after a 
row over planning rules, it has emerged. 

Businessman John Hart appealed to planning 
inspectors in Bristol to allow him to keep the develop¬ 
ment at the former Westfields Stamping site on the 
corner of Wolverhampton Street and Stafford Street. 

But they backed Dudley Council’s decision that the 
mini-retail park, granted permission in 2007, must be 
knocked down as it looks out of place with neighbour¬ 
ing properties. The council said Mr Hart broke several 
conditions of the planning consent. 

He did not use red bricks similar to that of the locally 
listed Dudley Snooker Club and also failed to ensure 
that windows arched to match those at the club. 

Message 

In July the council handed Mr Hart an enforcement 
notice ordering him to demolish the four large par¬ 
tially-constructed buildings but he appealed to the 
Planning Inspectorate. 

Council planning committee chairman Councillor 
Tim Wright said of the inspectorate’s decision: “It 
sends a clear message out to people in the borough that 
conditions are not there to be ignored.” 

Planning Inspector Andrew Hammond said the 
notice was not a “bolt out of the blue”. 

He added: “The appellant was given ample opportu¬ 
nity to enter into constructive discussions prior to the 
service of the enforcement notice but did not do so.” 

Mr Hart runs several firms, including West 
Bromwich Construction Ltd, West Bromwich and 
Dudley Estates Ltd, Dudley, and is also involved in an 
estates firm in Miami, Florida. He was unavailable for 
comment. 

Date fixed for 
tunnel repairs 


WORK to repair a rock face 
at risk of collapse along an 
historic Black Country 
canal has now been fixed to 
start next month. 

Council chiefs sanc¬ 
tioned repair work costing 
£350,000 in the Dudley 
Canal Tunnel and Lime¬ 
stone Mines to prevent a 
landslide at Castle Mill 
Basin off Birmingham New 
Road in October. 

Originally it had been 
hoped workers would be on 
site before the end of 
January but council chiefs 
revealed earlier this year 
that the design work has 
been taking longer than 
expected. The start date 


was moved back to March 
and bosses say they have 
now set a date for work to 
begin at the beginning of 
next month in order to 
avoid clashing with the 
busy period Easter holi¬ 
days period. 

The danger was first 
noticed by volunteers at 
the Dudley Canal Trust, 
which runs the attraction, 
in June 2009. 

Dudley Council says 
there is no imminent 
danger of collapse. 

Work will involve con¬ 
crete piling to support a re¬ 
enforced concrete stepped 
wall to support the rock 
face. 


Bostin’ Black Country boat which has 
its sights set on round the world record 



The round-the-world powerboat to be built at 
Micklewrights in Dudley 


CRAFTSMEN in land¬ 
locked Dudley are at the 
heart of an ambitious bid 
to pilot a powerboat 
around the world in 
record-breaking time. 

Workers at Mick¬ 
lewrights Structures have 
been given the job of build¬ 
ing the craft by adventurer 
Alan Priddy. 

He hopes to beat the exist¬ 
ing 61-day record as part of 
his Global Circumnaviga¬ 
tion Challenge. 

Micklewrights is more 
used to building metal 
frameworks for building 
projects but, said co-owner 
Stuart Micklewright: “We 


are engineers. If someone 
can design it, we can build 
it.” 

The aluminium sheets for 
the bright red 80ft power¬ 
boat are being supplied by 
Blackburn Metals, based in 
nearby Kingswinford, and 
the first delivery of 12 
tonnes arrived at Mick¬ 
lewrights’ Thornleigh 
Trading Estate factory last 
week. 

Mr Priddy said he wanted 
skilled metal workers to 
make the boat rather than 
specialist boat builders. 

He said: “I think we could 
get around the world in 50 
days. This is a ground¬ 
breaking and quite radical 


design, and I wanted a 
skilled fabricator who would 
build it as I wanted it, 
rather than a shipwright 
who would have his own 
ideas.” 

The vessel, he said, “is 


part boat, part submarine 
and part aeroplane. It incor¬ 
porates elements of each. 
Instead of riding over the 
waves, it is designed to go 
underneath them. The 
powerboat, which will be 


named Good Heart, is being 
built as a streamlined fuel 
tank, holding 30,000 litres 
of fuel, with an eight-man 
crew and space for four pas¬ 
sengers. 

It will help secure 46 jobs 
at Micklewrights. Black¬ 
burn managing director 
Karl Weston, who employs 
around 60 at the Pensnett 
Trading Estate firm, said: 
“It is really great to have 
someone building some¬ 
thing like this in the West 
Midlands for a world record 
attempt and using the engi¬ 
neering skills that we have 
here.” 

Mr Priddy’s team will 
make the global journey in 


five 4,800-mile legs, making 
brief refueling stops at ports 
along the way. The aim is to 
have the powerboat com¬ 
pleted at Micklewrights by 
the end of July as Mr Priddy 
hopes to set off from either 
Hong Kong or Gibralter in 
September or October. 

With a cutting edge 
design, the slimline vessel 
will be 80ft long and 16ft 
wide with an estimated top 
speed of more than 45 knots 
and a range of 5,000 miles. 

It will weigh around 15 
tonnes with the jet-style 
engines fitted. 

Open days are planned so 
the public can see the boat’s 
progress. 


Campaign for action 
on horses goes online 


Strays block 
a main road 


AN online campaign and petition calling for urgent action over stray 
horses roaming Dudley’s streets has been launched by fed-up residents. 

The Dudley Borough Against Roaming Horses page on social networking site 
Facebook has attracted almost 300 followers. More than 160 people have also 
signed a petition - which will eventually be handed to Dudley Council - since 
it was started just two weeks ago. 

Mother-of-two Mary McCrory, of Kingswinford, who is behind the campaign, said she 
had become increasingly worried about the welfare of both the wandering horses and 
people who encounter them. 

“There used to be one or two horses around but now we have herds of horses,” she said. 
“They are lovely animals but it is not safe to let them roam around schools. 

“We want to work with the council and the owners to help provide a safe environment 
where the animals are given care, food, shelter and medical treatment.” 

She said there had 
recently been problems with 
horses churning up playing 
fields near Crestwood Park 
Primary School as well as 
animals running out into 
the streets in front of cars. 

Mrs McCrory, of Nanaimo 
Way, said she is expecting 
her third child, which has 
made her more concerned 
about the potential dangers 
of the horses roaming free. 

“We are not looking for 
animals to be destroyed, 
just to be looked after and to 
stop them from roaming into 
areas where they are 
putting the elderly, the 
young and themselves at 
risk,” she added. 

Nuisance 

Dudley Council is putting 
the finishing touches to 
plans which will see the 
authority team up with 
police to round up horses 
that are causing a nuisance. 

The council has logged 
more than 400 calls over 
stray horse sightings since 
the start of the year. They 
have been spotted across 
Kingswinford, Wordsley, 

Pensnett and on the Rus- 
sells Hall estate as well as 
other parts of the Black 
Country including Tipton. 


UP TO 20 stray horses 
caused havoc when they 
blocked a main road in 
Dudley as they saun¬ 
tered between grass 
verges to graze. 

The animals brought 
traffic to a standstill in 
Bromley Lane, Kingswin¬ 
ford, during evening rush 
hour on April 5. 

Passers-by were con¬ 
fronted by the horses which 
congregated by the railway 
bridge near the junction 
with Bryce Road. Some 
were seen grazing on 
nearby school fields during 
the afternoon. Office worker 
Rob Hess was among 
drivers who were delayed. 

He said some motorists 
got out of their cars to try 
and move the horses, but 
the animals had been stub¬ 
born. 

“There must have been 


around 15 or 20 horses in 
all. They were crossing the 
road from one side to 
another to try and find 
grassland,” he said. 

“Some of the drivers did 
try to shoo them along but it 
did not work. They were 
really stubborn and just 
carried on crossing the road. 

“This was a very serious 
situation because of the 
numbers of horses 
involved.” 

Problem 

Newsagent worker 

Sandra Staves said the 
horses have become a con¬ 
stant problem in the area 
over the past few weeks. 

“This wasn’t the first 
time, we’ve had them here 
lots of times,” she said. “It 
was absolutely treacherous 
with them here at the same 
time people were coming out 
of the schools on the road.”

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School 
bids for 
academy 
status 


A DUDLEY high school 
is making a new bid to 
break free of council 
control and become an 
academy as it struggles 
to cope with cuts in 
funding. 

An application has been 
submitted to the Depart¬ 
ment for Education. 

If given the go-ahead, 
Holly Hall Maths and Com¬ 
puting College would be re¬ 
named as an academy 
before the start of the new 
school year in September. 

Head Graham Lloyd said 
the decision to “go solo” 
would ensure full control of 
the budget. 

Portion 

“At the moment, we have 
a situation where a portion 
of our funding is allocated 
by Dudley Council - 
meaning, if I disagree with 
what the decision is I can’t 
do anything about it,” he 
said. 

“Changing to an academy 
will mean we can be the 
masters of our own destiny.” 

The academy bid was 
unanimously approved by 
the school governors. Con¬ 
sultation was launched 
with parents via the school’s 
newsletter Megabyte, and 
in school with staff and 
pupils. 

The Department for Edu¬ 
cation is expected to make a 
decision by the end of the 
Easter holidays. 

Mr Lloyd said the catalyst 
was the council decision to 
axe education social 
workers in schools as part of 
101 redundancies. 

Pub will be 
changed to 
care home 

A DERELICT Dudley pub will 
be transformed into a 33-bed 
care home complex after coun¬ 
cillors gave plans the go- 
ahead. 

Developers LWP Ltd have 
been granted permission to 
refurbish the “empty and run¬ 
down” Birch Coppice Pub in 
Birch Coppice, Quarry Bank, 
Dudley, and turn it into a day¬ 
care centre for people with 
learning disabilities along 
with three “independent living 
units”. 

A neighbouring 30-bed care 
home will be built on the same 
land. 

Councillor Tim Wright, 
chairman of Dudley Council’s 
development control commit¬ 
tee, said: “I think this will be a 
positive addition to the area, 
and we welcome it to the local¬ 
ity.”

Hats off as Paul clocks up 
10,000 hours of police work 


A SPECIAL constable from Dudley 
has clocked up a quarter of a 
century with West Midlands Police, 
totalling more than 10,000 hours of 
voluntary work. 

By day 45-year-old Paul Brown, who 
lives in Halesowen, is a depot manager 
for BOC Gases in Brierley Hill. 

But in his spare time he is out on the 
beat as a “special”. He joined up in 1986 
on the police J Division, originally 
based at Dudley, moving to Sedgley and 
in 2002 taking up a post at his Lye base 
now part of Dudley Local Policing Unit. 

Paul said: “I joined the Special Con¬ 
stabulary to meet the public and help to 
deal with any issues in their hour of 
need. Over the years, I have done just 
that and it has been a very rewarding 
thing to do. 


“I have had an amazing journey with 
the specials and have seen more 
changes than most over the years, espe¬ 
cially with how the Special Constabu¬ 
lary has developed and become an 
integral part of neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing.” 

He added: “The role of a special con¬ 
stable has changed a lot since I first 
started. 

Image 

“When I joined, specials were mainly 
used for policing fetes, carnivals and 
other special events. 

“The image and role of the special 
constable has totally transformed, from 
the old ‘hobby bobby’ image, to profes¬ 
sional volunteer police officers, who 
wear and carry the same uniform and 


equipment as regular police officers and 
have to go through an intensive train¬ 
ing course.” 

District Officer James Horton, head 
of Dudley Special Constabulary, said: 
“Paul has dedicated a tremendous 
amount of unpaid hours to the policing 
of Dudley borough during his service, 
often after a hard day’s work. 

“His sense of humour, combined with 
his knowledge and policing skills, 
demonstrates how being a volunteer 
police officer has played a very reward¬ 
ing and unforgettable part of Paul’s 
life.” 

Dudley LPU has 75 members of the 
Special Constabulary, who commit to a 
minimum of 16 hours a month. 

Special constables have the full 
powers of a regular Police Constable. 


Jobs axed and services 
cut on the Severn line 


JOBS have been axed and little- 
used train services scrapped from 
timetables as the historic Severn 
Valley Railway tries to get back on 
track following a fall in passenger 
numbers. 

Bosses at the attraction said they 
had been forced to make “tough, 
unpalatable” decisions. 


A total of 12 positions at the railway have 
been axed, including that of traffic manager 
Dewi Jones. 

His responsibilities have now been dis¬ 
tributed. The other 11 jobs, both part and 
full-time, have gone in departments such as 
accounts, shops and visitors’ services. 

Five workers, including the traffic 
manager, left due to redundancy. 

The rest had reached retirement age. 

Bosses said the railway 
was facing up to the reality 
of last year’s downturn 
when 20,000 fewer passen¬ 
gers used the line than 
expected. 

The final figure stood at 
225,000. The railway’s 
target had been 245,000. 

The shortfall meant a 
revenue loss of £240,000 
based on an average income 
of £11 per passenger. 

But shareholders bought 
shares worth more than 
£250,000 during the year 
which cancelled out the 
deficit. 

Positive 

The least popular train 
services have also been axed 
to help cut costs. 

Bosses said the job losses 
were necessary as they were 
expecting passenger 

numbers to drop further to 
205,000 during the year. 

But the fact that 6,600 
passengers used the line 
during February and March 
- despite major engineering 
works which halted many 
services - was seen as a pos¬ 
itive. 

General manager Nick 
Ralls said: “We have had to 
make some tough, unpalat¬ 
able decisions over the 
winter. However, it is the 
only responsible way to go.”

The 18-month project will 
affect a total of 64 roads in 
the town centre as National 
Grid, South Staffordshire 
Water, Virgin Media, 
Severn Trent Water and 
Central Networks carry out 
co-ordinated works. 

The project was due to 
begin on Monday but Mike 
Bosworth, the council’s 
team manager for the high¬ 
ways department, said the 
exact dates of each road 
closure were still being 
worked out. 

“There are no major road 


closures imminent and we 
would reassure traders and 
residents that they will be 
fully informed of the works 
when a full programme of 
works is established,” he 
said. 

“The works have been 
planned in this co-ordinated 
way in order to minimise 
any disruption and we will 
be writing to businesses in 
due course.” 

The first road closure is 
set to be Churchfield Street, 
just outside the main town 
centre.

Local universities decide to 
set fees at £9,000 maximum 


AT LEAST a third of all univer¬ 
sities in the West Midlands will 
be charging students £9,000 a 
year from next year, with the 
rest due to make an announce¬ 
ment on fees in the next couple 
of weeks. 

Birmingham, Warwick and Aston 
universities have decided that they will 
be charging the increased rate of 
£9,000. 

Wolverhampton, Staffordshire, 
Birmingham City, Keele and Worcester 
are due to announce how much they will 
set fees at over the next few weeks. 

Coventry has said its fees will be 
between £4,600 and £9,000. All univer¬ 
sities must submit their plans to the 
Office for Fair Access before the end of 


April. It was revealed yesterday that 
Derby University will buck the trend of 
charging students £9,000 for next year 
by setting fees at less than £7,500 for 
the majority of courses. 

Derby’s announcement will be a boost 
for the Government which has based its 
future funding of universities on the 
assumption most will charge around 
£7,500. 

Maximum 

The majority of universities are stick¬ 
ing to around £9,000, with the most 
elite institutions leading the way. 

Around 25 English universities have 
declared their intended fee levels for 
next year, with most planning to charge 
£9,000. 

Universities planning to charge the 
maximum amount are Cambridge, 


Oxford, Imperial College London, Uni¬ 
versity College London, Manchester, 
Essex, Leeds, Durham, Lancaster, 
Bath, Loughborough, Exeter, Sussex, 
Surrey, Liverpool and Liverpool John 
Moores, and those in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

Ministers have warned universities 
that if the majority set fees at, or close 
to £9,000, then more funding for teach¬ 
ing may be lost. 

Liverpool Hope plans to charge less 
than £9,000, while Bishop Grosseteste 
University College Lincoln has said 
fees for the majority of its courses will 
be £7,500. 

MPs voted to raise tuition fees to 
£6,000 from 2012 at the end of last year, 
with institutions allowed to charge up 
to £9,000 only in “exceptional circum¬ 
stances”.

Fines are automatically generated for 
anyone who does not purchase a ticket 
within a few minutes - regardless of how 
long it takes them to find a space. 

A Dudley mother-of-three learned the 
hard way after being fined £60 for a 12- 
minute delay between entering and buying 
a ticket. 

Jane Lennon, aged 36, said she had never 
suspected the short delay would end up 
being so costly. “I feel that anyone using the 


Moor Street Car park needs to be made 
aware of the short amount of time given to 
acquire a ticket before they try to charge 
you,” said Miss Lennon, of Lawn Avenue, 
Stourbridge. 

Her fine notice came through in the post 
almost a month after she parked at the 
Moor Street Car Park in Brierley Hill, 
which is run by Excel Parking Services, 
while she went to Mecca Bingo nearby. 

Appealed 

The notice includes photographs of Miss 
Lennon’s car entering the car park at 
6.35pm and leaving at 9.04pm. 

Miss Lennon still has the ticket she 
bought that evening, when she parked up 
for a night at the bingo. 

The ticket was valid from 6.47pm to 
9.47pm. She has now 
appealed the fine and is 
awaiting a response. 

“It was a grand total of 12 
minutes from me entering 
the car park and paying for 
my ticket, and it only took 
that long as I had to circle 
looking for a space and there 
was a queue for the 
machine. I also have to 
insert the same coins a few 
times as it kept spitting out 
my money,” said Miss 
Lennon. 

Excel spokeswoman Lucy 
Montgomery said the 12- 
minute gap between enter¬ 
ing the car park and paying 
had exceeded the “reason¬ 
able time” allowed to pur¬ 
chase a ticket. 

She said she could not 
reveal what the “reasonable 
time” limit was. 


Fire service hoax 
calls reach 3,500 


HOAX calls to West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service cost the 
taxpayer more than 
£430,000 in one year. 

Emergency fire crews 
raced to locations across the 
region on more than 1,400 
occasions after 3,500 fake 
calls were made. 

Eight hoaxers had their 
telephones permanently 
cut off for repeatedly 
making malicious calls 
throughout 2010. Fire 
service spokeswoman 
Lindsey Preece said the cost 


of false and malicious calls, 
which led to at least one 
emergency appliance being 
sent out, was £300 a time. 

“Hoax calls are not just 
down to the younger gener¬ 
ation but seasonal trends 
indicate an increase in the 
number of false and mali¬ 
cious calls during school 
holidays,” she said. 

The Fire Service works 
closely with telephone 
network providers and 
West Midlands Police to 
counteract false calls.

Mother’s safety plea 
after bath tragedy 


THE heartbroken mother 
of a Rowley Regis woman 
killed by a power fault 
wants the Government to 
order landlords to carry 
out electrical checks. 

Jane Andain’s call came fol¬ 
lowing the death of her daugh¬ 
ter Thirza Whittall. 

She died when an electrical 
fault made her bath taps live just 
six days after she moved into her 
Cornish dream home in 2008. 

Mrs Whittall, aged 33, had 


moved from Rowley Regis with 
her husband Fred and their two 
young children to a new home in 
Portscatho, near St Mawes. 

A faulty heater and the lack of 
an earth bonding under the 
enamel bath turned the metal 
taps into a live conductor. 

The wiring in her rented prop¬ 
erty had not been tested since 
1981. 

The coroner at her inquest said 
checks could have prevented her 
death. Her mother is calling for 
the introduction of legal require¬ 
ments on landlords to ensure elec¬ 


trical safety in rented homes. 

While landlords have to provide 
an annual gas safety certificate, 
there is no equivalent obligation 
for electrical installations. 

Mrs Andain said: “Thirza was a 
very passionate woman and very 
committed to campaigning for 
what she believed in. I think she 
would want me to raise aware¬ 
ness of this issue.” 

She is now working with the 
Electrical Safety Council to 
promote a tenants’ checklist.

‘Black Country birth’ 
riddle of screen great 


THE emergence of an old newspa¬ 
per cutting has fuelled sugges¬ 
tions that Charlie Chaplin may 
have originated from Smethwick. 

Until recently, it was widely 
believed that the silver screen legend 
was born in London. 

But doubts were raised after a letter 
written to the comic claimed he was born as 
the son of gipsy on the “Black Patch” in 
Smethwick. 

Now, an old newspaper article about 
Chaplin found in a cellar has deepened the 
mystery further. The story in the Birming¬ 
ham Gazette, dated February 20, 1931, 
quotes Chaplin as saying: “For a long time, 
too, I have wanted to go into industrial 
England. I want to see the North, the Black 
Country and Brummagem.”

The article was brought to the attention 
of The Chronicle’s sister newspaper the 
Express & Star by Cradley resident and 
West Bromwich Albion fan Paul Debney, 
who came across it while looking for old 
Baggies match reports. 

He bought a collection of more than 
1,000 newspapers, which he keeps in his 
cellar, from a former worker at a Birming¬ 
ham library for £30. 

The library used to archive the newspa¬ 
pers but got rid of them after they were 
transferred to microfiche in the 1970s. 

“I was going through the papers and I 
came across this on the front page,” said Mr 
Debney, a health and safety manager. 

“It got my attention because when my 
wife was at school people used to joke she 
was related to Charlie Chaplin. Then I 
heard about the letter and it got me think¬ 
ing: Why would he want to 
come to the Black Country?” 

The uncovered letter about 
Black Patch was found in the 
locked drawer of a bureau 
l *’“ l which was inherited by 
— J Chaplin’s daughter, Victoria, 
after Charlie’s widow, Oona, 
died in 1991. 

Jack Hill wrote from Tam- 
worth in the 1970s to inform 
Chaplin he was born on the 
Black Patch in Smethwick. 

Hollywood 

It also said he entered the 
world in a caravan that 
belonged to the “Gypsy 
Queen”. 

Father-of-four Mr Debney, 
aged 40, of Two Gates, said: “I 
don’t know what I think. 

“The letter in his drawer 
sounds like it was written by 
someone who had nothing to 
gain. 

“You have to ask why 
someone from Hollywood - 
born in London - would want 
to visit the Black Country. 

“If he knew he was born 
there, maybe that was why he 
wanted to see it.” 

The Black Patch was a 
thriving Romany community

based on the industrial edge of Birming¬ 
ham in the 1880s. 

Chaplin’s birth certificate has never 
been located but it was thought he was 
born in London in 1889. His mother 
Hannah, whose maiden name is Hill, was 
descended from a travelling family. 

Chaplin is one of the greatest figures of 
the 20th century, famous for his character, 
the Little Tramp, and later lampooning 
Hitler in The Great Dictator. The survivor 
of a tough workhouse childhood, he became 
one of the best-known film stars in the 
silent movie era. 

Chaplin’s oldest surviving son Michael 
has said that the idea of Chaplin being a 
gipsy born in Smethwick does not bother 
him. He said the letter must have been sig¬ 
nificant for Chaplin to have kept it. 

There are plans to turn the Chaplin 
family home in Montreux, Switzerland, 
into a museum.

Red tape hits bridge cleaning bid 


VANDALISED bridges in a South 
Staffordshire village will be left 
covered in graffiti because of red 
tape - after British Waterways said 
that only “specialists” could scrub it 
off. 

Members of Wombourne’s Best Kept 
Village committee had been ordered to take 
training before being allowed to scrub off 
spray paint. 

But the organisation that is in charge of 
protecting the bridges said the clean-up 
operated required “specialist attention” 
and that it could not afford the £2,000 bill 
to have them cleaned. Wombourne Parish 


Council chairman Barry Bond said: “It is 
quite a ridiculous state of affairs when 
there is so much red tape that it stops good 
work like this. The bridges are in a real 
state and they are quite an eyesore. 

Judges 

“It is not going to go down very well with 
the judging committee for the awards 
when they see the bridges and it won’t help 
out chance of doing well in the contest.” 

Bridges, near Ounsdale Road and 
Giggetty Lane, were hit. Volunteers, 
wanting to clean them for more than a year, 
hoped to better a second place finish in a 
county village contest. Contest criteria 


includes cleanliness and competition 
judges are due to visit the village in May. 

British Waterways, which owns the 
bridges, said they had concerns brickwork 
may be damaged if volunteers did work 
and chemicals could leak into the water. 

Spokesman Stephen Hardy said: 
“Removing graffiti from canal bridges is a 
task that requires specialist attention as it 
carries a risk of damaging the historic 
brickwork or causing pollution and harm to 
wildlife for which British Waterways 
would face prosecution. We do not have the 
budget to carry out the work as out main 
responsibility is for the maintenance of 
canals for navigation.”

New partnership sees 
vehicle show on track 


Closing chapter for book shop 



A BOOK shop is to close 
after nearly 14 years of 
trading in Stourbridge 
town centre when its owner 
retires at the end of the 
month. 

John Vaughan has run 
Books Unlimited, in Lower 
High Street, Stourbridge, 
since October 1997 but said 
the “time now felt right” to 
call it a day. 

The decision comes amid 
the threat of growing com¬ 
petition from internet sales 
and the prospect of disrup¬ 
tion during town centre 
redevelopment. 

Mr Vaughan owns the 
store in partnership with 
David Johnson but has 
been responsible for its 
day-to-day running since 
Mr Johnson fell ill two 
years ago. 

The 63-year-old, who 
lives in Kidderminster, had 
originally planned to con¬ 
tinue until he was 65 but 
decided to retire early to 
spend more time with his 
family. 

The shop, well-known for 
showcasing books on local 
history in its front window, 
will close on April 27 when

the lease expires. The lease 
on the shop is owned by 
ACT Associates, also based 
in Lower High Street. The 
company said it hoped to 
lease the shop out again 
once the bookshop had 
closed. 

Quieter 

Mr Vaughan said: “There 
have been a number of con¬ 
siderations and part of it is 
simply quitting while we 
are ahead. 

“Stourbridge is a lot 
quieter than it used to be 


and a lot of people now tend 
to buy their books off the 
internet at prices which we 
just cannot compete with. 

“We also used to supply 
schools in the borough but 
again many now get their 
books from the internet or 
directly from the publish¬ 
ers.” 

Mr Vaughan thanked 
customers and schools for 
their business. 

“The hardest thing will 
be leaving the town and the 
people here. They have 
been wonderful.”

A BUSINESSMAN has stepped in to 
run the Sandwell Historic Vehicle and 
Transport Show next month. 

More than 10,000 car enthusiasts are 
expected in the borough for the annual 
event in May which will be run between 
Northamptonshire businessman David 
Alderson and Sandwell Council. 

The show, which will be the 33rd staged, 
will again be held at Sandwell Valley in 
West Bromwich, on May 8. 

More than 500 vehicles will be on show, 
some dating back to the 1920s and includ¬ 
ing a 1924 Rolls Royce Cabriolet and a 
1920 Triumph Motorcycle. 

American cars, commercial vehicles, 
buses and motorcycles will compete for the 
48 awards on offer. Other attractions 
include an arena with the Piston Ring 
Youth Motorcycle Display Team, craft fair, 
market, trade stands and a fun fair. 

Aborted 

There were doubts about the future of 
the Sandwell Show and the Historic 
Vehicle Show earlier this year when it was 
feared the council planned to charge 
admission. 

It had emerged chiefs had drawn up 
plans to charge admission for the show in 
May so it could pay for itself. 

The authority sent out tenders for cater¬ 
ers and entertainers and spent £150 
advertising the new charges in magazines 
before it aborted plans. 

Former organiser Geoff Price, of 
Transtar Promotions, ruled himself out of 
the event when he believed a charge would 
be introduced. 


Medical first as surgeons 
assisted by operation robot 


A CANCER patient from Halesowen 
has become the first in the Midlands 
to have an operation carried out by 
surgeons assisted by a robot. 

Philip Hansford, aged 66, is recovering 
after surgery at Wolverhampton’s New 
Cross Hospital to have his prostate gland 
removed. 

Prostate cancer specialist Peter Cooke 
led the team during last Thursday’s 
surgery, using the Da Vinci Robot - a step 
up from keyhole surgery which minimises 
blood loss, and means a quicker recovery 


time. The new technique features a robotic 
cart with arms, with instruments mounted 
on to them, which are moved by the sur¬ 
geons. 

The device senses the surgeon’s hand 
movements and translates them electroni¬ 
cally into scaled-down micro-movements to 
manipulate the tiny instruments. 

Accuracy 

It also detects and filters out any tremors 
in the surgeon’s hands, so that they are not 
duplicated robotically. Mr Hansford, a 
retired building surveyor, was diagnosed 


with prostate cancer last Christmas. 
Recovering at home he said: “I wanted to 
thank Peter Cooke and his team for all the 
work they did -1 was nervous to begin with 
when they said what the operation would 
involve, but everyone at New Cross made it 
so easy,” he said. 

Mr Cooke said: “Using the Da Vinci 
Robot opens up a whole new world of tech¬ 
nical innovation and accuracy that is 
unheard of using the more traditional 
methods of surgery. “The operation went 
without a hitch and took around four 
hours, so I am absolutely over the moon.”

A CLUB which aims to prove 
laughter is the best thing to 
beat stress and help people 
stay healthy has been 
launched in the Black 
Country.

People take part in exercises, 
such as pretending to laugh and 
throwing a soft ball to stimulate 
real laughter. 

Stress 

It is claimed this releases 
endorphins in the body and boosts 
the immune system while also 
helping to improve breathing and 
circulation. 

It also helps to reduce stress 



and tension, according to users. 
Sue, who is already a qualified 
therapist, healer, writer and 
teacher, used the technique 
herself after splitting with her 
partner of 14 years. 

She said it had helped her get 
over the trauma and wanted 
other people to benefit from the 
experience. 

Sessions are held at Body 
Balance, Victoria Passage, Stour¬ 
bridge, at 7.30pm on the Tuesdays 
and 11.30am on the Wednesdays.

A FORMER England speedway rider and jour¬ 
nalist has died aged 88 after a long battle with 
cancer. Father-of-three Phil Malpass, who rode 
for Cradley and Wolverhampton died on April 4. 

He was born in Wollaston in 1922 and attended 
King Edward VI Grammar School, Stourbridge 

After serving in the RAF during the Second 
World War he become a despatch rider in the 
West Midlands. His racing career began with 
grass tracking before becoming a rider in 1946 


at Cradley Speedway where he became captain 
in 1950. Two years later he rode for England in 
the 1952 Individual Speedway World Champi¬ 
onship. After Cradley Speedway closed in 1952 
he rode for Birmingham and Wolverhampton, 
before retiring in 1954.He became Cradley 
Heath team manager in 1960 when the club 
reopened.

Tenants’ 
debt bill 
soaring 
to £1.2m 

MORE than £1.2 
million is owed to 
Sandwell Council in 
rent arrears, latest 
figures show. 

The total of 
£1,230,185 is 3.87 per 
cent up on the previous 
year when £1,184,309 
was owed. 

During the past year, 
1,590 notices seeking 
possession and notices 
to terminate contracts 
were served on tenants 
in arrears, but bosses 
said this was 270 fewer 
that the previous year. 

Thirty five tenants 
were evicted during the 
year for being behind on 
payments, compared to 
80 the year before. 

Sandwell Homes 
faced a bill for £12,075 
for eviction warrants. 

Outstanding 

Adrian Scarrott, 
director of housing 
services, said the organ¬ 
isation had increased 
the amount of rent col¬ 
lected in value and per¬ 
centage terms. 

Mr Scarrott added: 
“Sandwell Homes has a 
good track record of col¬ 
lecting tenants’ rent 
and minimising 

arrears. 

“Although rent 
arrears outstanding at 
the year-end had 
increased slightly, the 
amount of rent collected 
for the year had also 
slightly increased. 

“ Given the current 
financial conditions we 
feel this is a positive 
outcome.” 

He stressed the 
number of tenants 
evicted had been halved 
from 80 last year to 35 
in 2010/11.

NEW charges for a council-run adven¬ 
ture playground in Dudley have been 
given the go-ahead. 

From next Monday groups will be asked 
to pay to use the Sycamore Adventure site 
to generate extra income. Until now the 
centre on the Old Farm Park estate, which 
boasts a play equipment and a full sensory 
room, has been free to use. 

However, the centre’s revenue grant, 
used to cover running costs has been axed 
from this month. 

The new charges for all organisations 
will be the same, a half day booking will be 
charged at £150 and a full day booking will 
cost £300. Groups will also be given the 
chance to purchase a discounted package. 

Additional charges may also be applied 
including a food menu at £5 per head, all 
day tea, coffee and biscuits based at £5 per 
head and additional support from staff 
members costing £50 per half day. Council 
chiefs say the charges won’t apply for indi¬ 
vidual users from the borough. 

Dudley Council spokes-man Katherine 
Finney said: “Charges will be levied on the 
private hire of the centre including parties 
and sole use by organisations including 
schools and children’s centres. However 
public play sessions will remain free for 
Dudley borough children.” 

Moves to introduce the charges have 
been given the go ahead by Dudley Council 
cabinet member for children’s services 
Councillor Elizabeth Walker.

A chance encounter with 
two suspected burglars led 
police to a huge weapons 
cache in the Black Country. 

THIS is the haul of deadly guns hoarded by 
a Midland weapons fanatic and uncovered 
by police in one of the biggest single 
seizures of firearms the region has seen. 

American and Israeli military issue machine 
guns were found alongside a pistol with a 
“hitman-style” silencer attached. 

Police feared the stash may have fallen into the 
hands of terrorists plotting a Mumbai-style mas¬ 
sacre, or violent drugs gangs. 

Ammunition included bullets designed to explode 
on impact for maximum damage. 

The arsenal’s owner, gun enthusiast David Evans, 
is beginning a 16-year prison sentence after being 
found guilty of possession of the 10 weapons and more 
than 500 bullets. 

Business 

A major investigation is still trying to determine 
how fruit and veg seller Evans got hold of the collec¬ 
tion, although some of the components were bought 
on ebay. The haul was found after a chance arrest of 
brothers Daniel and Lee Thatcher - held at 
Cavendish House, a derelict council building in 
Dudley town centre, for burglary in May. Police then 
searched their homes. 

In a hold-all at the garage of Lee’s home, officers 
found a “military-calibre” Kalashnikov, also known 
as an AK74. A firearms expert described it as “as dan¬ 
gerous a weapon as I have seen to date”. Under gun 
enthusiast Daniel’s bed, officers found a 9mm Uzi, a 
9mm pistol and cartridges. 

In interview the 25-year-old 
mobile mechanic, who had a 
firearms licence for three 
legally held guns, refused to say 
if he fired most of the illegal 
weapons. 

Shotguns, pistols and hun¬ 
dreds of live rounds were also 
found at the homes. 

Lee, aged 28, said his brother 
asked to store the hold-all at his 
garage, but thought it con¬ 
tained tools. 

He was sentenced to 450 
days, the equivalent of just less 
than 15 months, at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court in 
December but was expected to 
be released immediately due to 
time spent in custody. 

Lee, whose address cannot be 
published for legal reasons,

admitted six charges relating to 
possession of guns and four 
relating to ammunition. 

Daniel, of Summerfield 
Avenue, Wall Heath, admitted 
10 charges related to firearms 
and seven relating to ammuni¬ 
tion and was jailed at the same 
time for three years and eight 
months. 

The brothers said they found 
the guns in a disused mine but 
Det Insp Gary Dring, who led 
the investigation, said: 
“Because of the nature of the 
weapons that we recovered, we 
had to then look at where they 
got them from. 

“Those types of weapons are 
not seen in this country they 
are not seen on the streets and 
you don’t see gangs using them. 


You do see armed forces using 
some of those guns.” 

Attention turned to Evans, 
an associate of Daniel and a 
man police say had a “lifelong 
fascination with firearms”. 

In June officers searched 
Hinksford Farm, Swindon, near 
Wombourne, where Evans had 
a unit he ran a fruit and veg 
business from. 

Stash 

In his late teens Evans was 
one of the youngest people in 
the West Midlands to get a 
firearms licence. Deactivated 
weapons, prop guns and a 
round of live ammunition were 
found but it became clear the 
stash at the Thatchers’ homes 
belonged to Evans. 


Police initially feared a con¬ 
nection to the far right English 
Defence League, protesting in 
Dudley near where the brothers 
were arrested. 


Daniel took the guns from 
Evans at a time when Evans 
was depressed and could have 
posed a risk to himself.

A RECENT report suggests there 
will be a shortfall of 750,000 homes 
by 2025. 

One of the worst supply and demand 
mis-matches will be in the West Mid¬ 
lands which faces a housing gap of 
28,000 homes. 

A possible way of overcoming this could 
be to convert loft space. Design consultant 
Rena Trepka gives some expert advice on 
transforming the area. 

“Converting your attic space is often very 
cost effective, particularly in areas where 
property prices and space are at a 
premium,” she said. 

Important 

“It’s certainly less expensive and a lot less 
hassle than moving home. 

“First things first is to dot the Is and cross 
the Ts to ensure all the important administra¬ 
tive details are sorted out.” 

This is her three point plan: 

1 Even with relaxed planning law check 
whether or not you will need permission. 

2 Your conversion company should have 
the TrustMark Logo, which shows it is 
insured against such problems as unfin¬ 
ished or below standard work. Find a firm 
that gives you free insurance with a Trust- 
Mark provider, or expect to pay about 1.5 
per cent of the contract value for insurance. 

3 Ask for evidence of all guarantees - one 
year on installed equipment such as plumb¬ 


ing, five years on the general build, 10 years 
on the fibreglass roof and ten years on the 
roof windows. 

Rena, who works for loft conversion spe- 
icalists Econoloft, said: “Give yourself plenty 
of time to design the project as rushed deci¬ 
sions are often costly and regretted. 

“A specialist should have a proven track 
record and can advise on all the options and 
tell you how to get the most of our the space 
available and your budget. 

“Last year Econoloft completed around 
200 loft conversions across the country and 
the most popular was to create an extra 
bedroom with ensuite facilities. 

“But you should also remember that the 
loft conversion could also result in the rest of 
your home being re-organised. 

“So for example, if you move to your new 
master suite, one of your children may move 
into your old bedroom which many need 


redecorating. Or, your designer could advise 
pinching the smallest bedroom and turning 
that into a bathroom and perhaps allowing 
your teenager to have a smaller and less 
expensive conversion. 

“A loft conversion should not look or feel 
like an add-on. The staircase is the key to 
making a conversion look as though it is part 
of the original house. 

“Wherever possible the stairway should 
be a natural continuation of the house so 
that the transition from ‘old’ to ‘new’ is 
seamless. 

“The conversion itself, in terms of style 
should also follow rest of the house.” 

The homes shortfall prediction comes 
from the Institute for Public Policy Research.

Time to wash away 
those little niggles 



SPRINGTIME and with the hope of 
better weather it’s time to think of all 
those niggly jobs that need doing. 

Look around outside and there are bound 
to be repairs needed to slabs, fences or pos¬ 
sibly decking. 

A house has to withstand the weather 
throughout the year. An annual inspection is 
sensible to check the exterior structure for 
damage or deterioration of paintwork, 
fascias, guttering, and so on, to warn you of 
any maintenance needed, and to prevent 
potential problems escalating into more 
serious issues. 

Follow these useful tips. 

• If you choose to use spray equipment for 
fence or shed maintenance, make sure that 
you take precautions to protect adjacent sur¬ 
faces. For example, lay dust sheets on a path 
by a fence. 

• Consider whether you can make repairs 
yourself, or whether you need the help of a 
professional to advise you or perhaps carry 
out the work. A loose tile, for example, may 
simply need refixing, or may indicate an 
underlying problem. 

• Drives and paths should be kept free of 
vegetation and standing water. If any holes 
appear, repair the damage as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. Decks and patios should be cleaned 
once a year with a pressure washer, so that 
they are safe to walk on. 

• Make sure air bricks are kept clear of 
vegetation. Not all houses have them, but if 
you check at the base of exterior walls they 
will be visible. Make sure that they are never 
blocked. 

• An exterior boiler vent must also be kept 
clear of vegetation. Check at least twice a 
year that it is not obstructed . 

• Have gutters cleared at least once a year 
to prevent blockages that could lead to more 
serious damp problems. 

• If you have wooden windows, check 
their condition for flaky paint or bare areas 
where water can attack the wood. Exterior 
wood should be painted every three to five 
years, depending on where you live. Exposed 
positions need painting more regularly. 


Patios should be cleaned once a year 
with a power washer (above) and 
(right) clear paths of weeds 


• uPVC windows are easily washed down. 
It is also possible to buy uPVC window clean¬ 
ing products to brighten up their finish. 

• Broken fence posts can be repaired with 
post repair spurs. Remove an old post to 
ground level and, instead of digging out the 
base, knock a repair spur in at the same posi¬ 
tion to support a new post. 

• Gravel paths that have sunk can be 
revived by simply adding a few bags of fresh 
gravel and raking over the new surface. 

• Sheds need maintenance and the exte¬ 
rior can be coated with wood protection 
systems just like those for maintaining a 
garden fence. Every few years, the felt on a 
shed roof should also be removed and 
replaced.

Get into the 
swing for 
that update 
on garden 





Sitting in the sunshine on your pergola swing is an 
ideal way to wind down 


IF you want to make changes to your 
garden first consider what you use it 
for - relaxing, playing, growing plants or 
vegetables or maybe all of those. 

There are many elements you can intro¬ 
duce to your garden depending on your 
wants and needs. How much time do you 
want to spend maintaining your garden - 
would a patio with a few pots be better than 
a lawn and border overflowing with plants? 

Fences can define different parts of the 
garden, support and protect climbing plants, 
provide a secluded, sheltered backdrop to a 
patio, or make a simple arbour. 

A pergola on a terrace, or linking areas of 
the garden, makes a shady open-air retreat, 
and will support cascading plants. 

Garden buildings should be carefully 
placed. You may need water and electricity, 
so a site near to the house is useful. Sheds 
and summerhouses can be softened with 
trellis and provide shelter. 

Essential 

A patio is easy to build, but it is a perma¬ 
nent feature, so carefully consider where it 
should go. South-facing areas get most sun. 

A deck is quick and easy to build. It will be 
long lasting and durable if you use pressure- 
treated timber and screws designed for the 
job. 

Paths need to be made of hard-wearing 
materials. Gravel is simple, good looking and 
easy to lay and maintain. Raking a gravel 
path refreshes the whole garden. 

Tool quality is normally reflected in the 
price. Choose the best you can afford and ini¬ 
tially, buy essential tools only. 

Mixed plantings of small trees, shrubs, 
bulbs, annuals and herbaceous plants that 


have a long flowering season will combine 
and interplay with each other for a display 
that looks good throughout the year. 

A lawn is a focal point in the garden and it 
is easier than you think to get the lawn 
looking good and the garden even better. 

Home-grown vegetables are convenient. 
Grow your favourites, or ones you can’t buy 
in shops. Fruit can be grown in the smallest 
gardens. Modern root stocks make the train¬ 
ing and pruning of dwarf trees easy. 

Put pots and hanging baskets in lifeless 
parts of the garden where continuous colour 
is needed. Change and renew them several 
times a year. 

Things to consider 

• Hedges are an inexpensive way to make 
boundaries to protect the garden, give 
privacy and divide the garden into compart¬ 
ments linked by paths or a patio. Choose 
formal yew, beech and box, or rustic 
hawthorn, privet or holly. Good soil prepara¬ 
tion is essential as hedging plants are planted 
unnaturally close, so need special care. 

• Trees planted at regular intervals on 
either side of a path are appealing. Stake 
trees in windy places - a rigid plastic tie 
makes a buffer between stake and stem and 
can be expanded overtime. 

• Garden focal points are often man-made 
- a statue, urn, seat or container of plants - 
or trees and shrubs clipped into shape. 

• Shrubs and small trees look good in pots 
too. Plants unsuitable for your garden soil 
type can be given special compost when in a 
pot. 

• Flower borders of hardy perennial plants 
look best in midsummer. Small shrubs and 


trees can be planted for volume, and roses, 
bulbs, tender perennials and annuals will 
extend the flowering season. 

• Shrubs are normally planted singly and 
perennials in clumps. Borders should look 
pleasing close up as well as from a distance. 

• Fragrant shrub roses can be planted in 
mixed borders or in beds of their own and 
underplanted with hostas, foxgloves, or 
alliums, with edgings of lavender, catmint or 
box. 

• Roses need fertile soil, spraying in the 
summerto keep them healthy, and pruning to 
allow light and air into the bush to fight pests 
and disease. Keep beds weed free, edge reg¬ 
ularly and deadhead to promote flowering. 

• If you grow herbs in a separate area, 
frames of lavender, sage or rosemary, and 
strong edgings of violas, chives or pinks, will 
divert attention from the untidier herbs. Keep 
invasive mint and soapwort at bay by digging 
out old crowns and keeping young root 
stock. 

• When planting against a wall architec¬ 
tural plants will act as buttress and connect 
buildings to the ground, while curtains of 
foliage soften hard lines. 

• Patios and decks are a permanent and 
dominant feature, so think carefully before 
deciding where they should go. 

• Feed lawn in spring and autumn to 
improve its appearance and set the lawn- 
mower high to prevent the build up of moss. 

• In a greenhouse, plants can be enjoyed 
that can’t be grown in open ground, out of 
season crops can be grown, and plants can 
be propagated that would otherwise have to 
be bought.

What a Wizard she 


FOLLOW the yellow brick road to 
London Palladium for a truly spectacular 
version of The Wizard of Oz. 

The public’s choice to play Dorothy, Danielle Hope, 
can never eclipse the movie’s legendary star Judy 
Garland - who performed at the Palladium in her later 
years - but the Over The Rainbow TV series winner from 
Manchester won a standing ovation at the performance 
I attended. And quite rightly too because she sang 
superbly. Her Dorothy radiated a polite determination, 
even when faced by a wicked wich... and what a witch! 

Hannah Waddingham’s green, pointy-faced villain is a 
terrific ogre with Ken Dodd hair and a powerful singing 
voice heard on Red Shoe Blues, the best of four new 
songs from Andrew Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice that 
bolster the familiar Arlen and Harburg film songs. The 
scene when she suddenly appears above the stalls on 
her broomstick drew gasps from the audience. 

Gorgeous 

Michael Crawford makes his long-overdue return to 
the West End to play the dual roles of Professor Marvel 
and the Wizard, singing new song Wonders of the World. 

Dorothy’s three companions are Paul Keating as a 
floppy, Mickey Mouse-voiced Scarecrow; tap-dancing 
Tin Man Edward Baker-Duly; and David Ganly as a gay 
Lion, who is proud to be “a friend of Dorothy” as the 
euphamism goes. The fourth companion is, of course. 
Toto, who was played by a well-behaved terrier. The cast 
may have their hands full when miniature schnuazer 
‘Dangerous Dave’, the TV audience’s choice for the role 
joins the cast this month. 

But the biggest impact of this show is its rainbow 
coloured glitz, glamour and special effects. It begins 
with a holographic tornado that whisks Dorothy off to 
Munchkinland.

Chocolate heaven

CADBURY World is heaven for 
chocaholics, an opportunity to 
explore the history and manufac¬ 
turing of the world famous choco- 
latiers in the very same Bournville 
factory that turns out millions of 
chocolate bars. 

It is about as close as you are going to 
get to visiting Willy Wonka’s factory with hi- 
tech fun to sweeten the learning. Nearly 
nine million have visited since Cadbury 
World opened in 1990. 

The Cadbury tour blends history and 
information with fun and, at several points 
during the tour, guides give you treats to 
eat. During my visit I managed to chomp 
away on a Curlywurly, a Crunchie, a Dairy 
Milk and enjoy a delicious drink of warm 
liquid chocolate, and still had room left for a 
bag of Chocolate Buttons. 

After collecting your ticket at the recep¬ 
tion you join a tour that leaves at an allotted 
time, to ensure the exhibition does not 
become too crowded. 

First you enter the Aztec Jungle to hear 
about the origins of the cocoa bean, follow 
holographic images of Spanish explorers 
who brought the bean to Europe aboard 
ships (raiding pirates mistook the beans for 
sheep droppings!) and learn how chocolate 
became the popular drink for high society. 

This is where John Cadbury comes in, 
selling drinking chocolate alongside other 
favourite new beverages coffee and tea 


from a shop in Birmingham’s Bull Street 
in the 1820s. Soon he was sending his 
chocolate products from Bull Street, 
which is recreated in the exhibition, to 
London and beyond. 

The Cadbury family, being non-con¬ 
formist ‘Quaker’ Christians, wanted to 
encourage drinking of the beverage as 
an alternative to alcohol. Their religious 
beliefs also meant in the 19th Century 
they were barred from most profes¬ 
sions, so threw all their ingenuity and 
endeavour into the chocolate business. 
John’s descendents discovered the 
magical combination of milk and 
chocolate, originating the Dairy Milk bar 
which is still one of the company’s most 
popular products. 

The Cadburys also cared for their 
workers, establishing Bournville Village 
on the rural fringe of Birmingham. More 
about this can be discovered in The 
Bournville Experience museum, 
included in the ticket price. 

Continue the tour to discover how 
chocolate is made and then into the 
packaging plant to watch robots wrap¬ 
ping the bars as they are delivered on 
conveyors. At this point, as you enter 
the factory proper, chocaholics may 
want to take in a big deep breath - you 
can taste chocolate on the air. 

Then it’s time to clamber into a Beanmo- 
bile for the fun-for-kids ride Cadabra, 
through a magical land of tiny cocoa bean 
people and have your photo taken. 


In the demonstration area assistants give 
you a taste of liquid chocolate and you have 
the chance to write your name in chocolate. 

The advertising department offers a nos¬ 
talgic opportunity to view old TV commer¬ 
cials and also to operate the famous 
Cadbury drumming gorilla. Kids will love the 
Purple Planet where hi-tech displays allow 
them to play in ‘chocolate rain’ or see them¬ 
selves as if made of chocolate. 

That’s the end of the tour proper but a 
short walk away is Essence where you can 
add your own favourite ingredients - from a 
choice including crispy rice, marshmallows, 
popcorn and more - to make your own 
choco-concoction. 

No visit would be complete without shop¬ 
ping in the World’s Biggest Cadbury Shop 
where special offers mean you can pick up 
favourite chocolate produce, often signifi¬ 
cantly cheaper than elsewhere. The shop is 
also open to non-visitors to Cadbury World. 

Cadbury World gets busy and numbers 
are limited at peak times so it’s best to 
book. Call 0844 880 7667 or visit the 
website www.cadburyworld.co.uk. Special 
events are planned for Easter, which is 
prime Cadbury Creme Egg season.
